libeled., In England or .in Canada, 
municipal agencies 
themselves 
can 


sue publications for libel. 


If this principle had been upheld, 


then such a government agency as the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation! 
could sue a publication for saying it 
was a useless, inefficient and unneces- 
sary organization, and collect, even 
though no libelons .allegations .had 
been made against the personnel of 
the corporation. 


But the Illinois supreme .court, in 


the Tribune case, ruled that a city 
cannot sue for libel. 


In 1913 a bill was introduced into 


the U. S. Senate whidh would have 
made it unlawful to publish the de- 
tails of crimes and accidents in the 
District of Columbia. Here is n fur- 
ther restriction on what may be print- 
ed. 


Indiana has such a law. It makes 


unlawful the circulation of any pub- 
lication the chief feature or charac- 
teristic of which .is the record .of 
commission of crime. 


Minnesota Case 


But the most sweeping effort to 


control the press came in Minnesota, 
and was repelled by the U. S. supreme 
court only two years ago. 


There was in Minneapolis a paper 


called The Saturday Press. And there 
was in Minnesota a law providing for 
the abatement "as a public nuisance" 
of any "malicious, scandalous, and de- 
famatory newspaper." This law had 
been sustained in all state courts. 


The Saturday Press had the name 


of being a "scandnl sheet," and had 
aroused much comment. It launched 
a violent attack on a set of city offic-

Freedom of the press involves equal- 


.ly the right of Antonio Gabriel to dis- 
tribute pamphlets printed in some ob- 
scure shop and the night of the great- 
est newspapers to circulate. 


Curbs Are Aimed 


Curbs ou the freedom to express 


and distribute thought usually run in 
these channels: 


1. Licensing—the position that no 


one may print anything at nil unless 
it ipleases the authorities. 


2. Taxation—imposing discrimina- 


tory or confiscatory taxes for the ex- 
press purpose of driving certain pub- 
lications out Qf business. 


3. .Restriction — making successive 


restrictions on what may be printed, 
such as the device that a government 
body itself may be libeled, and suits 
for confiscalory sums. 


4. Injunctions—court orders forbid- 


ding publication. 


In the effort to preserve all the lib- 


erty necessary to free discussion and 
information, and yet prevent libelous, 
scandalous, and socially undesirable 
publications, a legal balancing act has 
been going on for 150 years, leaning 
now this side, now that ,of the wire. 


Tried to Clamp On Gags 


The states, since Congress is for- 


bidden expressly by the Constitution 
to pass any law abridging the freedom 
of the press, have been the experi- 


The county attorney, now Governor 


Olson, got an injunction against the 
Saturday Press and stopped its pub- 
lication. 


Its editor carried an appeal to the 


U. S. Supreme court, aided by other 
U. S. editors, who were less .enthus- 
iastic for the Press than the, princi- 
ple involved. 


"Previous Restraint" Unlawful 


The supreme court, by the narrow 


margin of 5-4, ruled the whole Minne- 
sota "gag law" unconstitutional, bas- 
ing its decision not on the specific 
"freedom of the press" amendment, 
but on the 14th, which provides that 
"No state shall make or enforce any 
law which shall .abridge the privileges 
or immunities of citizens of the Unit- 
ed States; nor shall any state deprive 
any person of life, liberty, or proper- 
ty without due process of law . . ." 


Thus it is clear that the court ibe- 


lievcd one of the rights of any citizen 
to publish, and Chief Justice Hughes 
wrote in his opinion, "The fact that 
the liberty of press may be abused 
by 
miscreant purveyors of scandal 


does not make any the less necessary 
the immunity of the press from pre- 
vious restraint in dealing with official 
misconduct. 


"Subsequent punishment for such 


abuses as may exist is the appropriate 
remedy, consistent with .constitutional 
privilege," 


That' is,' government ought not ito 


prevent a citizen from printing, but 
persons injured should sue him after 
he has had his say. That preserves 
everybody's rights.
